Moslem Armies Advance to 
Recapture Adrianople and 
Thrace—Greeks Burning to 
Avenge Atrocities. 


London, July 13.—The Balkan states 
appear to be again in the melting pot. 
There is no sign of peace at present. 
Greece and Servia have declined to 
agree to an armistice. The Turkish 
army is advancing by forced marches 
from Tchatalia and Bulair, apparent- 
ly with the consent of Greece and 
Servia, to attempt the recapture of 
Adrianople and Thrace. 

Rumania is said to be proceeding 
to occupy a much larger extent of 
Bulgarian territory than she _ pre- 
viously claimed, and Greece is burning 
to avenge the Bulgarian massacres, 
concerning which horrifying details 
continually appear in official reports 
fesude from Athens and Saloniki. Ac- 
cording to these reports, ears and 
fingers of Greek women still bearing 
earrings and rings were found in the 
pockets of Bulgarian prisoners. 

Russia May Interfere. 

There still is talk of Russia inter- 
fering, and it is reported from St. 
Petersburg that the powers in con- 
cert have notified the sublime porte 
they will not permit military opera- 
tions beyond the Enos-Midla line fix- 
ed by the London conference. 

No fresh fighting is reported, and 
it appears that rumors regarding a 
revolution in Sofla are without foun- 
dation. 

The Bulgarian government accuses 
Greece of circulating false accounts 
of Bulgarian atrocities with a view 
of preparing the ground for future 
territorial claims, and expresses itself 
as willing to submit the whole mat- 
ter to an international investigation. 

In Bulgarian official circles in 
London it ts announced that an agree- 
ment has been reached with Turkey 
to regard the Enos-Midia line as a 
provisional frontier pending final de- 
limitation by the international com- 
mission. 

TURKISH ARMIES ADVANCING 
AND THE BULGARIANS RETREAT 
Constantinople, July 13.—The Tchat- 

alja and Bulair armies are advancing 

by forced marches and already have 
occupied Tchorlu without opposition. 

The Bulgarians have evacuated Ro- 

doste. 

The greatest military activity pre- 
vails here and troops, artillery and 
provision convoys are being brought 
across the Bosphorus from Asta Minor. 
Destruction of villages by the retiring 
Bulgarians has aroused bitter feeling 
here. 

The portei is in communication with 
Belgrade, Athens and Bucharest, and 
fs said to have received assurances that 
neither Greece, Servia nor Rumania 
will conclude an armistice without 
consulting Turkey.

It is said the in- 
tention was to use bombs at some 
opportune moment when these officials 
were driving through the streets. 
Documents were found on the pris- 
oners identifying them as supporters 
of Zapata and setting forth an outline 
of the plot. Several of the prisoners 


have confessed. In a building some- 

what remotely located they had prac- 

ticed the throwing of bombs, study- 
ing the effect. 
American Protest Heeded. 

The American ambassador's note of 
protest to the foreign office against 
permitting an anti-American demon- 
stration here today had certain indl- 
rect results, although the government 
did not absolutely forbid the holding 
of what officials style “a popular 
manifestation of patriotism.” 

A demonstration took place in the 
capital this afternoon, but not more 
than 400 persons participated. There 
were no speeches and few cries 
against Americans. The line of merch 
wag through the principal streets, 
and the manifestants halted in front 
of a big Japanese’ store, crying 
“Vivas”’ for Japan. Smal] silk Japan- 
ese flags were carried with the Mex- 
ican colors. 

A detachment of police accompanied 
the procession and the minister of war, 
General Blanquet, followed in an auto- 
mobile. Brigadier General Samuel 
Garcia Cuellar, governor of the federal 
district, yesterday refused permission 
for a demonstration Sunday, and or- 
dered the police to disperse it if it was 
formed. The students last night ap- 
plied to the minister of the interior 
Dr. Aureliano Urrutia, who told them 
that he sympathized with them and 
would overrule the governor's order on 
condition that they created no disturb- 
ance. 

Ambassador Denied Charge. 

A government official last night 
asked Ambassador Willson for a state- 
ment regarding the charges that the 
rebels had received aid from Ameri- 
cans. The ambassador denied the truth 
of the allegation that an American 
warship at Guaymas threw the rays 
of its searchlights on the city during 
the recent fighting, enabling the rebels 
to take better aim. 

Regarding the charge that the United 
States consul at Matamoras had at- 
tempted to induce federal troops to 
join the rebels who had captured that 
town, the ambassador said he had no 
report on that incident, but if the con- 
sul had violated the princinle of in- 
ternational law there naturally would 
be an investigation by the United 
Srates and satisfaction accorded Mex- 
ico. 

The newspapers, in their report of 
the ambassador's statement. eliminated 
reference to the Guaymas matter, but 
printed the statement regarding the 
Matamorms affair. Among the papers 
there seems a growing tendency to 
avoid agitation, but the Independente 
today editorially discusses the imml- 
nence of war with the United States, 
and appeals to the rebels to unite with | 
the government in defense of the fath- 
erland. 

RUINED AMERICANS FLEEING 
FROM THE DISTURBED REPUBLIC 
Washington, July 13.—Destitute 

American are arriving in the United 
States on every boat from Mexican 
ports. Many of them face financial 
ruin in consequence of the series of 
revolutions which has paralyzed com- 
mercial and industrial enterprises, and 
they are leaving the southern republic 
with reluctance. 

American consuls are empowered to 
draw upon the state department for 
funds to bring Americans out of the 
various danger zones and in some in- 
stances, notably at Torreon, Ambassa- 
dor Henry Lane Wilson has sent money 
to be expended by consuls and consu- 
lar agents to relieve actual hunger. 

Before Mexico passed through the 
travail which commenced with the Ma- 
dero revolt against the Diaz regime, 
more than two years ago, most of 
the now indigent Americans were en- 
gaged in prosperous ranching and 
mining enterprises or other commercial 
pursuits 

Warned by United States. 

While the United States government 
had repeatedly warned them to flee 
and depend upon the government of 
the United States to guarantee a set- 
tlement of their claims against Mexico, 
the fear of delay in the adjustment 
of claims and the hazard of the loss 
or destruction of all of their proper- 
ty has made hundreds take the risk 
of remaining in the revolution-torn 
country. Within the last month, how- 
ever, between four and five hundred 
have been brought to the United States 
at government expense. 

Jose Vasconsolos, who was sent by 
the Mexican constitutionalists on a se- 
cret mission to London, arrived here 
today en route to Piedras Negras, 
Mexico, where he will report to Gov- 
ernor Carranza. He issued a state- 
ment tonight declaring that the 
threatened anti-American demonstra- 
tion in Mexico City was deliberately 
planned by Huerta and his adherents.

UNDER LAST YEAR 


Chairman Crawford Wheat- 
ley Expects Large Sum to 


Be Saved State in General 
Bill. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 
PROBABLY CUT $15,000 


Western and Atlantic Com- 
mittee to Make a Strictly 
Business Trip to Chatta- 
nooga This Year. 


Legislative interest for this week 
will center about the reports of two 
important house committees, ways and 
means and appropriations. 

There will be reports 
row afternoon to both of these com- 
mittees by subcommiitees, appointed 
in one case to get up a tax revision 
bill and in the other to frame -the 
general appropriations bill for the 
years 1914-15. The first committee 
was scheduled to make a report last 
Thursday, but was unable to finish 
its work because Chairman Akin, of 
the whole committee, was called away 
by a death in his family. 

A skeleton appropriations bill was 
introduced in the house last Wednes- 
day. The subcommittee has been at 
work filling in the items of this bill, 
and it is expected to be ready to re- 
port at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Big Reduction, Says Wheatley. 

Chairman Crawford Wheatley, of the 
appropriations committee, is authorty 
for the statement that the sum total 
of the appropriations made for 1914 
will be at least $250,000 and possibly 
$300,000 lesg that the appropriations 
made for the current year. : 

It is probable that $200,000 will be 
saved on special appropriations to the 
State’s educational and eleemosynary 
institutions, as it is understood that 
none of these will be allowed this 
year in the general appropriations bill 
and the board of trusteeg of the state 
university has promised not to ask for 
any. 

As to the saving of the other $50,- 
000 or $100,000, it goes without saying 
that somebody will have to be, cut, just 
who being still an open question. 

Cut College of Agriculture $15,000. 

The probability is strong, howev- 
er, that the appropriations committee 
will make a cut of $15,000 in the main- 
tenance fund allowed to the state col- 
lege of agriculture, giving that insti- 
tution $85,000 instead of $100,000 ap- 
propriated for this year. The chair- 
man and some other members of the 
appropriations committee seem to be 
of the opinion that the college of ag- 
riculture is receiving more than its 
proportional share of the funds of the 
state, and that it can stand a cut bet- 
ter than most of the others. 

It can be said with assurance, how- 
ever, that if the college of agricul- 
ture is cut, a strong effort will be 
made to get the appropriations asked 
for from the house outside of the 
committee. 

Particularly is this the case with 
the $30,090 additicnal demanded for 
extension work, as a donation of the 
same size from the federal govern- 
ment is contingent upon the legisla- 
ture’s action. 

Sharp Contest Likely. 

If the matter is taken to the floor cf 
the house. the contest will be one 
of the sharpest end bitterest of the 
session, as it wij] result in a line-up 
between the friends and opponents of 
Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the ag -i- 
cultural college. It is not unlikely that 
a personal attack will be made on Pr. 
Soule before the session is ended. as. 
while he has many friends, he also 
has some very active enemies. 

The visit to the demonstration farm 
of the college of agriculture in Athens 
Saturday undoubtedly proved a revela- 
tion to many members of the legisla-

Did Eve Eat an Apple? 
(From London Tit-Bits.) 

Why and how it has happened that the 
apple has been spoken of as the fruit that 
was forbidden in the Garden of Eden is one 
of the great puzzles of biblical scholars. The 
fact is that in Genesis iii, where the incident 
of the eating of this fruit the- “tree of 
knowledge of good and evil’ is mentioned, 
no name whatever is given to that fruit. 
All that is said is: “And when the woman 
eaw that the tree was good for food, and 
that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree 
to be desired to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her; and he did eat.’’ 
(verse 6). 

[In fact, scholars doupt very seriously 
whether it was the apple at all. They sug- 
gest that all evidence points to it having 
been the quince, the tragrance of which was 
held in the highest esteem by the Orientals. 
Another point in favor of the quince is that 
it is the fruit which was sacred to Venus, 
the goddess of love, and in a great many 
of the ancient writings the quince is very 
frequently mentioned in this manner. In 
Babylonia Ishtar took the place of Venus in 
the Roman mythology, and it should be re- 
membered that the story of the creation 
originated with the Babylonians. All evi- 
dence seems to point away from the apple 
having been the “forbidden fruit,” and to-

Effect of War on the French. 


(Vernon L. Kellogg, in The Atlantic.) 

It may be stated with confidence that the 
average hight of the men of France began 
notably to decrease with the coming of age, 
1813 and after, of the yvoung men born in 
the years of the revolutionary (1792- 
1802), and that it continued to decrease in 
the following years with the coming of age 
of the youtns vorn during the wars of the 
empire. Soon after the cessation of these 
terrible mandraining wars, for the main- 
tenance of which a great part of the able- 
bodied male population of France had been 
withdrawn from their families and the du- 
ties of reproduction, and much of this part 
actually sacrificed, a new type of boys began 
to be born.

There is something peculiarly British in 
the fact that Scott’s famous ship is to re- 
turn to sealing on the Newfoundland banks. 
There are people who attribute this to a lack 
of imagination, sentimental people who think 
that. the treasure house of so many illus- 
trious memories should have a more spec- 
tacular destiny.

Scott’s ship goes 
back to its sealing, to a perilous calling 
which demands of those who follow it quali- 
ties of dogged grit and patience that Scott 
himself would have been proud of. Its re- 
turn is in keeping with the quiet glory -of 
the greatest incident with which its name 
is linked.

WHAT KILLED CHARLES 
II. OF NAVARRE?

Mind you this second chemist, we will 
suppose, has not seen the two samples, 
the analysis of which are before him. 
But the chemist who made the analys!s 
would be able at a glance to say that 
one sample is of a dark color and is 
loamy in appearance and. feeling, and 
he will, therefore, tell us that this 
darker colored sample represents the 
richer and more productive soil. He 
knows that this darker color and loamy 
feeling indicates the presence in that 
soil of decayed organic matter, the 
remains of leaves, stems and roots that 
have grown upon the soil, or have been 
added to it from outside sources.. We 
call it humus, which de- 
composed remains of vegetable (and 
animal) substances, plants that have 
eprung up and matured their growth 
then died and become decomposed. The 
leaves of forest trees fall to the ground, 
and in the course of many years have 
formed the dark-colored surface soil 
which we see on all newly-cleared 
lands. When we spread and plow un- 
der stable manure the rotting process, 
convenient in the stall or barn yard, 
continues in the soil and forms in man 
wavs one of the most important agents 
of fertility. First, it adds plant food 
directly to the soil. Second, it ‘Sepa- 
rates the particles of clay from each 
other and prevents them from stickinys 
too closely together, thus acting some- 
what like a sponge in enabling the soil 
to absorb and hold more moisture than 
it would otherwise. Third, it prevents 
the soil from baking into clods. Fourth, 
it furnishes material with which to 
help carry on the chemical changes 
that occur in the soil. 
How Hummus Helps. 

Probably the most evident benefit of 
humus in the the conservation 
of moisture. isveryone has observea 
that a rich old garden soil, to which 
for many vears” stable manure, or 
leaves. or other vegetable matter have 
been added and incorporated in the 
soil, is nearly always. moist and easily 
dug or stirred. It does not break up 
into clods. It is further to the clay, 
because the addition of the humus has 
gredually converted more and more of 
the upper surface of the clay subsoil 
into dark-colored surface soil. The 
humus itself adds directly to the bulk 
and depth of the loam that 
the subsoil.

So. then the process by which a gar- 
den becomes very rich is suggestive of 
the methods that must be produced in 
order to make our corn and cotton 
fields rich and productive. We must 
add animal manvres as far as obtalin- 
able, plow under green crops and stub- 
ble, practice a system of rotation that 
will afford more vegetable matters to 
be turned under. 

The farmer will never succeed in 
making his land rich and highly pro- 
ductive bv simply applying plenty of 
commercial fertilizers. These are all 
right if judiciously used, but their 
chief use is to enable the farmer to 
make fairly good crops while he is get- 
ting under way and carrying out a 
system that will cradually fill his soil 
with humus. 

Make the Field Like Unto a Garden. 

The ideal, then, which the farmer 
should seek to attain is to make his 
farm soil like an old, well-managed 
garden soil. Farming operations, in- 
deed, should be conducted like garden- 
ing on a large scale, so far as improv- 
ing the physical condition of the soil 
is concerned.

I have for vears seriously thought SE ? 


urging farmers to eradicate all weeds 
from the farm, as well as from the 
garden, and I use the word weeds to 
mean all plants not wanted, or not 
planted as a crop. Why should we 
spend a considerable part of the time 
in merely killing grass that comes un- 
bidden into our cotton field? Why 
ghould the crop—cotton, corn or to- 
bacco-—be constantly in danger, during 
spring and summer, of “getting in the 
grass." We try to “lay by” cotton 
clean of every useless-and unbidden 
plant from every field, treating all such 
as intruders and pests and worthy of 
permanent extinction. Why not? Per- 
haps some will say tt is practically 
impossible within reasonable cost. On 
large, ill-managed farms, with waste 
places that serve as nurseries for 
weeds, it would prove quite a job. If 
rid of the undesirable spontaneous 
grasses we could then more readily and 
profitably plant the “cultivated” 
grasses, which rarely prove pestifer- 
ous.

LARGER CONRSTALK BORER, 
To A. D. Anderson, Shiloh, Ga.—I 
am gla@ yousentthe specimens of the 
insect because it enables me to cor- 
rect the statement made in my reply 
to your first letter. A few days after 
replying to your letter I received from 
B. KF. Tignor specimens of cornstalks 
from which I cut out a number .of 
worms that are precisely similar to 
those sent in by you; and I now recall 
my diagnosis of diabrotica 12-punc- 
tata (I believe I gave you the name), 
and substitute diabraea_ sacharalis, 
commonly known as the “‘larger corn- 
Stalk borer,” and in Louisiana and 
the West Indies as -the “Sugarcane 
borer.”

You should destroy the stalks that 
have been injured, either by burning 
or feeding them to cattle, and also in 
the fall. Corn planted after June 1 
is rarely attacked, says Dr. Howard. 
He further says: 

“Where corn has been seriously af- 
fected the old stalks or butts should 
be dragged off the field and burned 
late in the fall, thus destroying the 
over-wintering borers. Where corn 
is stripped for fodder, the stalks left 
standing and the land sown in small 
grain, the most favorable conditions 
are allowed the borers for safely pass- 
ing the winter and developing into 
moths which will mly to new fields in 
the spring.” 

The above is an elegant argument 
in favor of the practice of harvesting 
the corn crop by cutting, shocking and 
finally shredding, rather than by the 
old-fashioned way of pulling fodder, 
etc., to which I have frequently called 
attention. : 


MARE HIDE-BOUND, DYSPEPTIC, 
SCRATCHES AND GREASE. . 

To A. E. Slay, Mitchell, Ga.—Your 
mare is suffering from the exposure 
and neglect of last winter. “Hide- 
bound” is not itself a disease, but the 
result of disease and the want of 
proper food and shelter. The scurfy 
condition of the skin is also the result 
of exposure and innutritious food. 
The mare is now suffering also from 
indigestion amd possibly she has also 
worms. First change ther food, find- 
ing out by trial what she will eat. 
Many of the range ponies of the west 


‘are little accustmed to corn and fod- 


miadlings, 
nutritious.

are appetizing and 
green food, cabbage, green corn, 
Now for medicinal treatment: 
her a dose of 1% pints to 1 quart 
of raw linseed oil as a purge. When 
the oil has operated have ready and 
giveas follows: Mix 4 ounces each of 
copperas and saltpeter, well powder- 
ed, and divide into 24 powders, and 
give one powder night and morning 
in a small bran mash. Possibly the 
animal is lousy, if vou find her so get 
rid of them. Wash the skin with 
soft soap and water, using astiff brush 
to remove as much of the scurf as 
possible. Boil 4 ounces of stavesacre 
seed for one hour in 4% gallon of water 
and let it simmer on the fire another 
hour. Add water to make up the 
original quantity and when cool apply 
to all infested parts. Repeat in a 
week if necessary. (Good for mange, 
aiso). 

9. It is probable that she has what 
is known as grease heels. Aply to 
the affected heels a podultace of linseed 
or boil’ and mashed turnips, or bran, 
changing twice a day until the parts 
are clean. Then rub on dally a Hhit- 
tle oxide of zinc ointment (1 ounce 
oxide of zine, 2 ounces vaseline.) If 
bunches of grapes form either twist 
them off with the fingers, or burn 
them off with a red-hot five shovel, 
interposing a cold shovel between the 
hot one and the skin.

SPRAIN OF FETLOCK JOINT. 

R. A. MeCoy, Cleveland, Tenn.—My 
mule is lame in the ankle of one fore- 
foot. It has some fever, and is swol- 
len some The trouble seems to be 
in the back part of the ankle. I 
have used 2 or 3 kinds of liniments 
without any effect. Been lame thirty 
days. 

Answer—I judge that the mule has a 
sprain of the fetlock, or ankle joint, 
or the lateral ligaments. Treat as 
follows: 

First give absolute rest. Bathe the 
ankle joint with either hot or cold wa- 
ter for half an hour and then apply 
a lotion of 1-2 ounce of sugar of lead, 
2 ounces of laudanum in 1 quart of

PEACH BORERS. 

Cc. C. Lowe, Byron. Ga.—Shot-borers 
of worms, are ruining a peach orchard 
for me. Will you please give me a good 
remedy for them? Have tried all [I 
know to do. Any information will be 
highly appreiatead. 

Aprswer—How to prevent and how to 
destroy peach borersisarather tough 
proposition, especially the latter part. 
As usual, “preventionis better than 
cure.” You hce not stated the meth- 
ods you have tried and which failed, 
and I may possibly suggest some that 
have failed to accomplish results. First 
get out every borer that you possibly 
can. For this purpose a piece of wire 
aided by a pocketknife is usually ad- 
vised. I have gotten good results in 
a small way by squirting boiling-hot 
water into the boles made Dy the 
worms, vsing an ordinary: bulb syringe, 
I have long believed that a _ better 
way would be to use a small portable 
furnace and boiled with a short length 
of rubber hose and a fine nozzle 
through which to force the live steam 
into the holes would prove. effective. 
The hot water as I used it usually 
brings out the borer ‘“‘dead as Hector,” 
thus proving itself. Doubtless steam 
would be even more effective. About 
the last wek in July wrap the trunk 
of the tree with hardware paper, ex- 
tending down below the ground sur- 
face and up for 18 inches or more, 
lapping the edges of the strips of pa-} 
per as cigars are wrapped. Then bank'! 
up the soil around th ebase of the tree, |! 
and smear the paper above with “tan- 
gZlefoot.”’ Remove the wrapping late 
in October and search for any borers 
that may have been overlooked. The 
wrapping should be renewed every 
year in July. 

Some recommend painting old trees 
With white lead and oil (no turpentine) 
and thoroughly whitewash young trees 
and renew as often as it washes off.
